GUN FIGHT RESULTS 


IN DEATH 8F FARMER 


Neighbors Quarrel Near Bates- 
ville, Killing One and Wound-

CALLS CORONER AND 


THEN GOES TO JAIL 


A man named Hall was shot to 


death at his home six miles 
south of Batesville to Ripley 
county Wednesday afternoon as 
the result of a, gun battle be- 
tween be -'and another man 
named Ltadori, who lived close 
to the Ripley-Dearborn county 
line. 


After Lindon and another who 


had come to the Hall house "to 
buy some fodder," as Ltodon ex- 
plained, a quarrel ensued and he 
was ordered out. He returned 
with a revolver and the fight re- 
sulted, it was stated, with bullets 
flying thick and fast. John M. 
Nickell, with whom Hall and his 
wife lived, Mrs. Hall and the 
man who came-there with Lin- 
don were witnesses to the tra- 
gedy. Mrs. Hall received a bullet 
wound in an arm. 


Ltodon, who drove to Osgood, 


stopped there to notify the coro- 
ner of the murder, and he drove 
on to Versailles and surrendered 
at the jail. He had a bullet to 
each thigh and one near the 
spinal cord to his back. 


The particulars leading up to 


the fight are not known. The in- 
quest is being held at Batesville 
today by Coroner Joe Burst. All 
of the parties concerned moved 
to Indiana recently from Ken- 
tucky. 


The tragedy occurred .to the 


same house where Zell Brown 
and his wife were murdered 
about 14 years ago and the 
bouse set on fire.

home in North Meridianr-street 
here this morning. A sudden 
attack of heart disease caused 
his death. 
Mr. Hubbard is survived by his 


widow, Mrs. Josephine Hubbard, 
a son, Tom, a daughter, Virginia, 
a brother, Horace K., and a sis- 
ter, Odah Hubbafd. The brother 
and sister both live-in Bellefon- 
taine. He was the son of Thom- 
as and Sarah Hubbard. His fath- 
er was formerly postmaster at 
Bellefontaihe. 
His death was unexpected. He 


was in his office at the Indian- 
apolis News on Christmas Eve. He 
failed to appear at the office yes- 
terday, however. It was the first 
time in many years that he had 
missed a Christmas day at his 
desk. 
Mr. Hubbard's full name was 


Frank McKinney Hubbard but 
be preferred the shorter name of 
"Kin." He was a close friend of 
Will Rogers and Ohio Sales. 


It was in 1904 that Mr. Hub- 


bard drew for-the Indianapolis 
News his first caricature of the 
gangling rural character called 
"Abe Martha." This character has 
lived and will die with Mr. Hub- 
bard. 
Mr. Hubbard was 62 years old 


but his age was unknown to even 
his close associates until after 
tiis death. He warded off all in- 
quiries as to his age. He was 
born in Bellefontatoe, O. 


Annually he published a book 


in which he culled from "Abe's" 
sayings during the year some of 
the favorite expressions. 
His last book, published just 


before the holidays, was "Abe 
Martin's Broadcast." 
Mr. Hubbard created the char- 


acter of "Abe" shortly after a 
trip through Indiana during one 
of the presidential campaigns of 
William Jennings Bryan. 
to an autobiography prepared 


at the request of his associates 
Mr. Hubbard described the crea- 
tion of "Abe." 
• "At the close of each day dur- 
ing the trip," he wrote, "made 
many pictures of scenes and in- 
cidents and statesmen encount- 
ered and-mailed them to _the 
News. At the end of the ;cam- 
paign I had a surplus of materi- 
al. My system was. still full of 
the things I had seen and heard 
and I asked to be allowed to work 
off some_of them after election.

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FIRE SAFEGUARDS 


The day never passes, particularly at this 


season of the year, when one or more lives are. 
not taken by fire. A heavy tribute is paid in 
human life because of carelessness. 


Yet, loss is being gradually reduced, in both lif e 


and property, through fire prevention methods 
taught in every conceivable manner. Fire pre- 


. vention activities were started as early as 1892 


by the national board of fire underwriters, and 
at first the task seemed hopeless. 


The general impression once was that if 


property was insured, it made little difference 
whether it burned or not—the insurance com- 
pany paid the bill. Then the human element was 
scarcely considered. 


If the insurance business had wished to follow 


the easiest road, it could have accepted this view 
and have charged rates sufficient to cover the 
risk involved. It saw, however, that it had a 
public duty to perform from the standpoint of 
educating the public as to the necessity of fire 
prevent. It was an uphill struggle to obtain 
public cooperation. But today, after 38 years of 
fire prevention activity, the American people 
really cooperate with the insurance companies to 
reduce the cost of insurance, which means the 
saving of lives and property. 


The average town government throughout the 


land realizes that if it wishes low insurance rates 
it must enforce laws and ordinances which keep 
the town cleah from the standpoint of rubbish, 
dangerous building construction and all sorts of 
fire hazards; and that it must have, in addition, 
a suitable water supply and fire fighting equip- 
ment. Public schools are teaching children the 
danger involved in the careless handling of fire. 
The general public has been pretty thoroughly 
awakened to the fact that our average annual 
fire loss of $5 per capita is the greatest in the 
world and a heavy drain on the resources of the 
nation. 


AN EARTH THAT SHAKES 


The Harvard Seismograph Station the other 


day detected curious, rhythmic vibrations in the 
earth's crust, separated by intervals of about six 
seconds. Scientists familiar with such things 
announced that this was simply an American 
manifestation of a mysterious little quirk of na- 


ture which is frequently observed in Europe, bu 
which so far has been highly puzzling. 


This phenomenon can be detected only on 


extremely sensitive seismographs. Most instru 
ments fail entirely to record it, and'as far as i 
known this. Harvard report announces the firs 
authentic trace of-the disturbance on this side o 
the ocean. 
. Briefly, what seems to be happening is that the 
earth is constantly, quivering slightly—for all the 
world as if it were a great mass of jelly and no 
-a solid structure of rock and metal. In Hawaii 
and near Vesuvius these quivers are especially 
noticeable-^hardly surprising, considering the 
volcanic manifestations in those localities. Bu 
even in places far removed from volcanoes, these 
quivers have been recorded. 


In looking for an explanation of these quivers 


science has advanced aan hypothesis that seems 
almost incredible to the layman. Thus, three 
years ago, a series of quiverings along the .coast 
of Asia was ascribed to the different air pressures 
due to storms in the China sea. Similarly, qufver- 
ings along the Atlantic coastline in Europe have 
been laid to variations in air pressure there. And 
to cap the climax, another scientists has reported 
that the whole Atlantic coast of North America 
tilts down slightly whenever there is an unusu- 
ally high tide. 


All of this seems to be sustained by good scien- 


tific evidence; but it is. the sort of thing that the 
man in the street will have a hard time crediting, 
nevertheless. We are accustomed to think of our 
earth as the' last word in solidity and substan- 
tiality; to learn that a high wind can set subter- 
ranean rocks aquiver and a little thing like a tide 
can set a whole continent tilting is to get a new 
idea of the fluidity arid insubstantiality of creat- 
ed things.
